Wasnineton, April 11.—It is impos- 
sible to secure information tq-day that. 
confirms the report from Rome that 
the Italian government is about to 
give Minister Porter his passport and 
sever diplomatic negotiation, unless it 
received to-day an answer from Secre- 
tary ‘Blaine to Premier Rudini’s last 
note. Secretary Blaine is not at the 
State Department. Of three Assist- 
ant Secretaries, one is confined to his 
home by illness and the others are 
in profound ignorance upon the sub- 
ject, so they said. Even an expression 
of opinion could not be elicited from 
them. Secretary Blaine declined to 
make any statement touching the 
matter and was got ready to give out 
for publication, the correspondence 
which has taken place since his first 
letter was sent. The. Marquis Im- 
periali was commenting upon Baron 
Fava’s departure; still, in all this 
official silence, it is easy to detecta 
disposition to discredit the last Rome 
letter. 

There is strong circumstantial evi- 
dence tending to show there is no 
warrant for such a threat on the part 
of the Italian government, and that if 
it has been made it was by a mis- 
understanding. Undoubtedly at this 
juncture the fact that Italy fully 
authorized her diplomatic representa- 
tive at Washington tends to compli- 
cate negotiations of the governments 
and breed misunderstanding. In a 
few moments conversation it would be 
possible for the Secretary of State to 
make a satisfactory explanation to the 
foreign, Minister, what would other- 
wise be an unreasonable delay in car- 
rying forward negotiations. Marquis 
Imperiali is an impersonal figure in 
the controversy. The Secretary may 
direct his notes to him, but he can’t 
reply personally nor interfere with 
any suggestion. He can simply trans- 
mit the notes passing between Italy 
and the United States. It is sug- 
gested that Secretary Blaine is dis-

LAWS OF NEVADA. 


@aseed at the Fitteenth Session 
of the Nevada Legisiature, End- 
ing Mareh 19, 1891. 

The Gazette continues to-day the 
publication of the laws enacted by the 
last Legislature. 

CHAP. LXI. | 


An Act to encourage the construc- 
tion of a railroad in the State of Ne- 
yada, from the eastern boundary of 
said State to the western boundary 
thereof. 

Sec. 1. Whenever, after the pass- 
age of this Act, the Utah and Nevada 


ation organized and now existing 
under and by virtue of the laws of the 
State of Nevada, shall. have con- 
strrected a first-class railroad of stand- 
ard guage through the counties of 
White Pine, Eureka, Lander, Churchill 
and Washoe, it shall be entitled to 
receive the bonds of said counties at 
the time and in the manner. herein- 
after provided to the amount of three 
thousand dollars per mile for each 
and every mile of main track of said 
railroad completed in said county; 
pr ovided, that said railroad shall be 
completed and in full operation within 
five years from the date of the approval 
of this Act, and no bonds shall be is- 
sued under its provisions after that 
time. | 

Sec. 2. Immediately upon the re- 
ceipt by the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of either of said counties of 
a sworn cértificate of the County S®r- 
veyor of such county, or of such a cer- 
tificate of the Surveyor-General of the 
State of Nevada, setting forth that 
twenty miles of such railroad as herein 
mentioned, have been built and com- 
pleted by said company and in proper 
condition to receive the rolling stock, 
and that said section of twenty [miles] 
is a part of a continuous line of rail- 
way then in course of constiuction as 
hereinbefore specified, it shall be the 
duty of said Board of County Com mis- 
sioners of such county, and they are 
hereby directed immediately to take 
such action as may be necessary to 
prepare and issue and to deliver sixty 
thousand dollars of the bonds of said 
county provided for in this Act to said 
railroad company; and thereafter as 
e00n as each = successive twenty miles 
of railroad shall have been completed 
and ready to receive the rolling stock 
in such county, and the same shall be 
shown by the certificate aforesaid, the 
said Board shall issue and deliver to 
said railroad company. the bonds of 
said county, at the rate of sixty thou- 
sand dollars in bonds of [for)] each sec- 
tion of twenty miles thus completed 
in said county, and in case the last 
section necessary to complete the 


shall not amount to twenty miles, 
then for such fractional section of 
twenty miles. Such bonds shall be 
issued at the rate of three thousand 
dollars per mile; provided, that no 
bonds shali be issued under the pro- 
visions of this Act after the lapse of 
five years from the date of its approval 
and no portion of said railroad not 
then completed shall receive any 
bonds from said counties in aid of its 
construction. : 

Sec. 3. Fixesthe rate of interest 

such bond shall bear at five per’ cent. 
perannum, payable on the first days 
of January and July. 
Sec. 4. In each of the counties 
from which bonds may be issued 
under and by virtue of this Act, there 
shall be annually applied from the 
revenue of such county to the pay- 
ment of the interest and principal of 
said bonds which shall have been 
issued from said county,a sum of 
money equal in amount to the sum 
which shall be coljected by said county 
from said Utah and Nevada Air Line 
railway company, from the taxes lev- 
ied upon the entire property of said 
company in said county, less the 
amount of taxes which may have been 
levied on and collected therefrom for 
Stata and school purposes, and the 
amount so applicable tothe payment 
of the interest and the redemption of 
the principal of said bonds, shall be 
placed in a separate’ fund to be called- 
the ‘‘Railroad Interest and Sinking 
Fand,’”’ which shall be applied: first, 
to the payment of the interest, as 
herein directed, and second, to the re- 
demption of the principal of said bonds 
as provided in this Act, it being the 
true intentand meaning of this sec- 
tion of this Act that the interest and 
principal of all the bonds issued under 
the provisions of this Act shall be 
paid out of the revenue derived from 
the respective counties from the taxes 
upon the property of said railroad com- 
panv, less the amount realized by said 
counties from the taxes levied for 
State and school purposes. 

Sec. 5 makes the bonds payable 
in twenty-five years, andif time is 
extended one year, all unpaid after 
that become nul} and void. 

Sec. 6 relates to the delivery of 
the bonds to said railroad company, 
and designates how they shall be 
signed and sealed. 

' Sec. 8. provides the manner of ap- 
pointment in case of the division of a 
county. 

Sec. 8. The faith of the State is 
pledged’that this Act shall never be 
repealed nor so modified, as in any 
way toimpair the se urity of those 
who shall hold or purchase any of the 


bonds, nor during the construction of 
this road after it has been in good 
faith commenced. 
What it Costs to *moke. 
One who smokes cigars will smoke 
on an average not less than five cigars 
per day, and many »smoke ten; but

A PROSPEROUS TOWN, 


A “Gazette” Keporter Wisited 
Verdi and This Is What Me faw. 
In company with General C.. C. 
Powning, a Gazette reporter visited 
the buey little town of Verdi Thurs- 
day and the several manufactories of 
that active place. . The first place that 
attracted his attention was the com- 
plete and mammoth plant oi the Verdi 
Mill Co,, that is officered as follows: 
President, O. Lonkey; Manager, Sec- 
retary. and Treasurer, J. F. Condon; 
Foreman, J. M. Borre, with the fol- 
lowing gentlemen as Trustees: 0. 
Lonkey, J. F. Condon and C. C. Pown- 
ing. The company manufactures 
doors, windows, sash, blinds and 
boxes of every description, which they 
find a market for in Utah, Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Washington, Oregon 
and New Mexico. The company is 
provided with the machinery neces- 
sary for working 46 men, but just now 
they emplov but about 30. Toe wood 
printing press, which prints the card 
and trade mark of the firms they make 
boxes for, has a capacity of 14,000 per 
day and cy as nicely a8 On paper. 
The mill is provided with 32 ma- 
chines, consisting of planers, edyers, 
re-sawing machines, boring machines, 
moulding and mortising machines, 
band, gig and circular saws, turning 
lathes, and, in fact, every labor-saving 
invention for the cheap manufacture 
of the goods they deal in can be found 
in the mill. he building is 150 by 
250 feet and one story and a basement 
high. The motive power is a 32-inch 
Letfel water wheel, controlled by 
Woodward’s patent water wheel gov- 
ernor, which runs the machinery like 
clock work and keeps the water wheel 
at a regular rate of speed of 160 revo- 
lutions per minute. The plant !s pro- 
vided with a Sturtevant fan and ever 
machine is connected therewith, whic 
takes the shavings and sawdust to a, 
furnace about 200 feet below the mill. 
where it is burned, furnishing heat for 
the dry-rooms. 

The refuse blocks and knots that 
fall from the saws find their way to 
the basement by means of a chute 
where they are caught by an endless 
chain elevator and hoisted to a bin 
on top of the building that is so ar- 
ranged that by opening a gate to the 
bin the knots are carried to a. box car 
by means of another chute, and sold 
for wood. A car load of these knots 
of ten cords, sells delivered in Reno, 
for $30 per car and make excellent 
fuel. 

The dry room is built near the mill 
and the heat is conveyed through 
terra cotta pipes. It supplies its own 
light from an electrical dynamo in the 
building and also furnishes the light 
during the winter months for the 
Essex Ice Company’s works, situated a 
short distance above the planing mill, 
of which General Powning in superin- 
tendent. Taking it as.a whole it 
is one of the most complete plants of 
the kind this reporter ever saw. They 
are just now finishing up a contract 
for boxes for a Los Angeles firm. 

THE MARBLE WORKS 

[s another industry that Reno should 
have secured, The works are employ- 
ing about twenty men and when they 
get on to the finishing work on the 
Mills’ building in San Francisco they 
will eniploy about eighty. They are 
now running seven gangs sawing mar- 
ble, and have 60,000 feet of rough 
ashler to polish. They are shipping 
three car loads of dressed marble to 
San Francisco every week now. It 
will take them nearly two vVears to 
finish the work — for the Mills 
building. The little town is just hua- 
ming with thrift and industry and the 
villagers are all happy and contented 
and why should they not be?
